Navajo Chief 
Is Visitor at 
Indianoya 


In to pass the time of day with 
Allha Wilson, owner of ihdian- 
oya, w as a slender, thin faced 
Indian whose father, the late 
Tom Dodge, was chief of the 
Navajo Nation for many, many 
years. The tille is presumably 
hereditary and his son George 
Dodge should be chief today but 
something happened and an u n ­ 
sympathetic 
faction 
voted 
in 
Jack Margon, However, it's been 
slraighlened out now and Chief 
Dodge assum es office next year. 
Chief Dodge arrived in a busi­ 
ness suit, though he had several 
fine pieces of Indian 
jewelry 
stashed around in his pockels. 
His collection, of which he is 
very proud, includes 180 fine old 
bracelets. 270 rings and 75 neck­ 
laces. He is a reflective, w ith ­ 
drawn young man and speaks 
excellent 
English 
in 
a 
slow, 
quiet voice. 
Asked w hat the chief of the 
great Navajo Nation does, Chief 
Dodge answered. "That is a long 
story. It would take me a week 
of iime to tell you about the 
Navajo Nation. Our great need 
at present is that schools be 
built nearby to Ihe people. They 
do not like to send their sons 
and 
daughters 
far 
aw ay 
to 
schools, which we must do now. 
The families of the Navajos are 
very close and don't like to be 
separated for such a long time 
as it takes to go away to school. 
They lead very isolated, lonely 
lives, not in towns like you, and 
they need their young people.” 
Asked w hat the Navajos do to 
amuse themselves. Chief Dodge 
looked reflective. "The only time 
we have fun is when somebody 
gets sick. Then wo have dances 
to m ake them well, the Squaw 
dance in the summer and the 
Ya-Ba-Chie in the winter. The 
Squaw dance is throe days and 
the Ya-Ba-Chie is twelve days. 
I suppose it is because it is more 
hard to m ake people well in 
winter, so it lasts longer." 
Questioned as to whether the 
patients 
got 
well 
under 
the 
treatment. 
C h i e f 
Dodge 
a n ­ 
swered. 
"They get well, sure. 
Why not? They have their own 
medicine men who know these 
things. Our people seldom get 
sick to start with." 
Chief Dodge reported that the 
furore of sending food and b lan ­ 
kets to the Navajos w inter be­ 
fore last w as unjustified. "We 
get 
along 
all right," he said. 
“We have our cattle and jewelry 
making and blanket weaving. 
Our people are poor in money 
but not in the things they re­ 
quire for living.”

Where Your Added T ax Dollars Go 


Mention of the reasons for increased 
tax bills of Palm Springs residents in The 
Desert Sun last week brought forth re­ 
quests for further explanation from quite 
a few readers. It was a surprise to some 
to learn that the Riverside county gov­ 
ernment’s budget was only 5 per cent 
higher than a year ago while the levy for 
Palm Springs was about doubled. 
It must be remembered that the voters 
of Palm Springs authorized two bond is­ 
sues; for schools and municipal improve­ 
ments—and that additional levies were 
authorized for the operation of the Com­ 
munity hospital and advertising and pub-

licity for the community. All of these 
added to local tax bills—represent the 
costs of a growing community. 
A break-down of the various levies 
does not show on tax bills. There is but 
one rate shown, which is the combined 
rate of the county, city and various dis­ 
tricts. Increased assessed values has also 
had a decided effect on tax rates. In order 
that taxpayers may better understand 
what they are paying for—and how their 
tax bills are computed, we are giving be­ 
low a breakdown of a typical property 
owner whose total assessed valuation for 
real and personal property was $13,800 
a year ago.

Any taxpayer can e s t i m a t e the 
amount of tax paid to the county, city 
and other agencies by applying the above 
chart. It should be noted also that, while 
assessed valuation is used as a basis of 
computing your tax it is the budget of 
each agency of government that deter­ 
mines how much you pay. If the budgets 
of all agencies were exactly the same one 
year as another year, the amount paid by 
the taxpayer would have been the same. 
In the case of the taxpayer cited above, 
his assessed valuation was increased 42 
percent but the combined tax rate of 4.88 
represented a decrease of only about 17 
percent. 
Being new levies this year, the im­ 
provement bonds and hospital mainten­ 
ance would naturally have cost taxpay­ 
ers more. Since the capacity of schools

was increased, it is understandable why 
the school budget was increased. It will 
be noted th at the city collected its full 
allowed amount of $1.00 in addition to the 
municipal bond levy. Since the assessed 
valuation of most Palm Springs property 
w as increased about 50 percent, the city 
collected almost 50 percent more this year 
for its share.

Over the Hills to Poorhouse 
The Detroit advertising agency of 
Ross Roy, Inc., has found an interesting 
way of dramatizing the increasing cost 
of the federal government 
If everyone in the United States 
cashed in their savings in the form of life 
insurance, it would not be enough to run 
the government a year. 
If farmers sold all their land, live­ 


stock and equipment, it would bring about 
$25 billions—enough to run the govern­ 
m ent seven months. 
If urban home owners sold their 
homes, it would pay the bills of the gov­ 
ernm ent for about eight months. 
And if every industry in the nation 
converted its net working capital Into 
cash, it would not be sufficient to finance 
government for 11 months.
